their homes in the flood districts. Al- 
thpugh waters of all streams about 
the city are receding rapidly, resi- 
dents of South Newark in particular 
are not yet at ease as to the possibil- 
ities of more danger. 


Some families of the stricken dis- 


tricts are under the protection and 
care of the city authorities, while the

New York, March 14. — Wednes- 


day was an eventful day on the 
New York stock market, the most 
sensational 
decline In prices 
for 


some years being noted. The market 
opened weak under the influence of 
lower prices for Americans abroad 
and th6 drop in consols, to the lowest 
price since 1SSG. 
As soon as the rate 


for call money got above 6 per cent 
heavy blocks of stock were offered for 
sale, apparently without regard to 
price, and the downward tend of quo- 
tations became precipitate. Breaks of 
from half To a point between sales 
were frequent, and the buying power 
was so limited that it seemed to be 
difficult in some of the weaker fea- 
tures to execute selling orders. It was 
noticed that weakness centered in 
Reading, the Harriman railroads and 
the Hill stockK, and the weakness of 
the latter was closely associated in 
the ml/ids of the professional traders 
with the departure for Europe of J. 
Pierpont Morgan. 


Except 
that money rates were 


higher and that the tone on the for- 
eign exchanges was unfavorable, there 
was no news to account for the break 
in prices.

New York, March 14.—Opportunity 


to attack Harry Thaw and Evelyn 
Nesbit was found by District Attorney 
Jerome In arguing on the question of 
the 
admissibility of the testimony 


which Abraham Hummel, the lawyer, 
has to offer. It was to enable Delphin 
M. Delmas, leading counsel for the de- 
fense, to consult authorities and frama 
a reply to Mr. Jerome, and also to 
allow the latter an opportunity of 
completing the hypothetical question 
which he is to put to bis experts, that 
a recess was ordered by the court. 
During his argument the district at- 
torney took on, for the first time since 
the case began, a sustained oratorical 
tone. He asserted that Hummel would 
swear Evelyn Nesbit told him three 
days after tier return from Europe in 
1903, that Thaw had beaten her cru- 
elly, because she would not sign pa- 
pers he bad prepared, falsely accusing 
Stanford White of having drugged 
and betrayed her. 


The district attorney warmly con- 


tended that, she had told much more, 
that Thaw seemed bent on putting 
Stanford White in the penitentiary; 
that the statement that White bad 
betrayed her was not true; that Stan- 
ford White had never harmed her, and 
that. Thaw was consumed with raire 
when she refused to sign and swear 
to the papers containing lies against 
White. "These were put in the form 
of an affidavit." declared Mr. Jerome, 
"and 
that affidavit was subscribed to 


by Evelyn Nesbit when she knew 
what she was doing and what the pa- 
per contained. \Ve want to show that 
the girl who told this remarkable 
story here on the witness stand, at an- 
other time stated under solemnity of 
an oath that naked—I repeat, abso- 
lutely naked—she had endured the 
lashings and beating of this defendant 
rather than swear to his false state- 


ments that Stanford White had drug* 
ged and ruined her." 
; 


Mr. Jerome argued that the material 


point of the case is whether or not 
Evelyn Nesbit told Thaw the story of 
her alleged ruin by Stanford White. 
Without that story in evidence, he de- 
clared, the reason for the defendant's 
alleged insanity disappeared. . .Tha 
prosecutor plainly admitted the im- 
portance of young Mrs. Thaw/s.,tefljti- 
mony, and he said he wished .by; 
Hummel's testimony to show her mm 
repudiation of the charges which,, oik . 
the 
witness 
stand, 
she renewed 


against White. "Thus," he concluded, 
"the jury may Infer from her 
statements, after her return from 
rope in 1903, whether or not she 
within two months of that time told 
this defendant the things she said 
she did." 


Objected to Hummel. 


Mr. Delmas objected to Hummel a» 


a witness on the ground that his tes- 
timony had to do with the truth .oi 
falsity or Mrs. Thaw's narration, and 
was not permissible under the roles 
of evidence. Mr. Jerome's contention 
Is that while he may not attack tae 
truth or falsity of Mrs. Thaw's state- 
ment that she was betrayed by White, 
he can attack the truth of her asser- 
tion that she told the story to Thaw 
at the time she says she did. Attor- 
ney Delmas first sought to interrupt 
Hummel's testimony by showing that 
he was acting as Evelyn Nesbit's legal 
advisor and counsel when she made 
certain statements to him. 
Hummel 


evaded this, however, by saying ha 
was acting solely as White's counsel, 
and no legal action had been contem- 
plated in behalf of Miss Nesbit. .Ha 
said he was paid yearly a retainer by 
Stanford White, and could not say ex- 
actly what he charged the architect 
for drawing up the affidavit. Asked it 
it was 51,000, he burst into laughter 
and said absolutely that it was no.t. 
He finally placed the charge at $100^- 
"about."' 


When Evelyn Nesbit Thaw was on 


the witness stand she said Stanford 
White came to see her one evening 
In 1903 and asked her what she had 
told Hummel about him, adding, that 
"Abe Hummel 
has 
just 
squeezed 


$1,000 out of me, and the Lord only 
knows how soon he will squeeze an- 
other." Young Mrs. Thaw's testimony 
regarding the affidavit was to the ef- 
fect that Stanford White had taken 
her to Hummel's office after telling 
her "lots of horrid things about 
Harry," and that she had told Hum- 
mel about her trip through Europe 
with Thaw. She said: "Mr. Hummel 
then dictated a lot of things to a man 
and put in lots about Harry Thaw 
which was not there at all." She de- 
nied signing any paper in Hummel's 
office, but admitted 
having signed 


some papers later in White's studio. 
She olaimed she did not know what 
the papers were.

HEAVY DAMAGE 


BY HIGH WATER 


Hamilton, 
O., March 14.—Three 


railroad washouts, a freight 
train 


wrecked, 200 persons rendered home- 
less, 1,000 thrown out of employment 
and 875,000 damage were caused by 
the sudden flood of the Great Miami 
river, following thunderstorms. 
The 


river reached 17 feet, a rise of 11 feel 
in 24 hours. A freight train on the 
Pennsylvania road ran into a washout 
near Collinsville, and 13 cars of mer- 
chandise are piled in ruins. 


The tracks of the Cleveland, Cincin- 


nati, Chicago & St.Louis railway were 
washed out, and trains detoured over 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton. 
Several factories are inundated and 
1,000 men will be idle. The police res- 
cued in boats 200 residents of Peck's 
addition. 


Water Cripples Railroads.

"Death to fast trains," might be 


the title of a bill which has been in- 
troduced in the legislature of Penn- 
fajhania, fixing 40 jniles an hour as 
the maximum spcevl to be made in 
that state by any passenger train. 


The slowest pas.senger trains 
in 


service in any sU'te in tho Union, as 
a rule, exceed a speed of 40 mil<?» 
hour between stations, and an ordin- 
ary rate nowadays is^a mile a minute. 
The suburban trains in and out "of 
Chicago often run at a higher speed 
between stations 
than 
the trains 


which make the trip from Chicago to 
New York in IS hours. The schedule 
of the "Pennsylvania special" is 50.7 
miles an hour, and of the "Twentieth 
Century Limited" of the New York 
Central lines is about 
S3 miles an 


hour. 


If the bill limiting the speed of 


passenger trains 
in the 
Keystone 


state to 40 miles an hour becomes a 
law, and the indications are that it 
will unless the people show opposi- 
tion to it, the Pennsylvania company 
will be forced to abandon 
its IS 


hour train between Chicago and No- 
York. Its route between the two cit- 
ies is 912 miles long, of which 491 
miles are within the state of Pennsyl- 
vania. To cover that distance of 491 
miles at a speed of 40 miles an hour, 
with no allowance for stops, would 
require 12 haurs end 15 minutes. 


That would leave the company but 


flve hours and 45 minutes in whicn 
to cover the remaining 
distance of 


421 miles between Chicago and New 
York. 
In other words, to maintain 


its IS hour service it would have to 
run 421 miles in 345 minutes, includ- 
ing stops, or over 70 .miles an hour 
in Ilhonois, Indiana, Ohio and 
New 


Jersey, and 40 miles an hour without 
stops across the state of Pennsylva- 
nia.

BO grand as a1 tree," and to plant a 
tree is a kind of missionary work 
that >is far reaching in. its conse- 
quences and -influence. __., 


Tttere is one place in the city of 


Newark where dead trees outnumber 
the ones which are green and flour- 
ishing. Our city dump ias been the 
means of killing many of the large 
trees which stood 
on the 
ground. 


What an improvement it would be to 
that part of our city which is so cen- 
trally located, if the place could be 
converted into a beautiful little park' 
With the grounds sloping down to 
the rippling waters of the creek, it 
could be made an ideal spot for rest 
and recreation. This is one of the 
things which the Civic Improvement 
Society hopes -to see acomplished in 
the near future. 


In the meanwhile, could not some- 


thing be done toward removing the 
dead trees on the grounds, which can 
fee so plainly seen 
from 
Indiana 


street? 


When the spring cleaning is being 


done, look around ana see where a 
tree can be planted; then when Arbor 
Day arrrives, make a red letter day 
on your calendar by planting a tree, 
not only for your own yard, but for 
the good of those who come 
after 


you. 


Plant your trees far enough away 


from the house, so that It will not be 
shaded, and the' grass destroyed. 
Trees look best, or rather, the land- 
scape scheme as a whole looks best, 
with them set to the rear or side of 
the house, forming a forestlike back- 
ground. 


Newark is noted for its many 


Shade trees, but if one is left ^stand- 
ing that is dead or the branches be 
allowed to grow close to the ground, 
the beauty of the tree is lost to the 
eye of the beholder. 


There is no limit to the beauty and 


usefulness of a tree. It lives for cen- 
turies. 
It reaches its sturdy and 


gnarled trunk on high, spreads its 
branches to the heavens, casts, its 
shadows on the ground and the birds 
build their nests and sing among its 
shady branches. 


Let those who have 
dead 
trees 


standing resolve to cut them down 
and those who have no trees planted, 
where trees would add much to the 
surroundings, resolve to plant , at 
least one.

Twenty-sixth infantry was transferred 
frctn Brownsville to make room for 
the negro soldiers of the Twenty-fifth 
Infantrj, the white soldiers left behind 
piany suits of cast-off khaki uniforms, 
End shells, cartridges and bandoliers 
Ijing about loose in the storehouses 
and barracks.

Osborne said that he remained 
at the post Checking up the post prop- 
erty, such as furniture and other arti- 
cles that were a part of the permanent 
equipment. His recollection was that 
all of the .ammunition which he sa"W 
at Fort Brown after the departure of 
the Twenty-sixth "was Krag-Jorgensen 
ammunition, but Tie ;w'ould not state 
positively that there were no Spring- 
field cai tinges left behind.

Philippine Assembly. 


Washington, March 14. — Secretary 


Taft's proposed \isit to the Philip- 
pines in September to attend the open- 
ing of the first Philippine assembly 
has directed attention especially to- 
ward the new legislative body to be 
created for the islands. The absem- 
blv will consist of 61 members, appcr 


] tinned on the basis of one de^gate 


for each 9,000 persons, and provision 
is made to increase the number to a 
total of HOG 
It will in a general way 


correspond to the American house of 
representatives, while the Philippine 
commission will correspond to the 
United States senate, and the acts of 
tho assembly must secure tho ap- 
proval of the commission before they 
become laws. 


OUTBREAKS 


Suppressed by the Louisville Police. 


Peace Negotiations. 


Louisville, Ky., March 14.—Two out- 


breaks of formidable proportions oc- 
curred in connection with the strike 
of street railway men. The first was 
caused by a cab driver blocking a 
streetcar with his cab and then at- 
tempting to tear off the heavy wire 
screen with which all cars were pro 
vided for the protection of motormen: 
The cab driver was arrested. 
Over 


1,000 
people surged round and made 


attempt to rescue the prisoner. The 
crowd was not dispersed until a score 
or more of arrests were made 
The 


second outbreak occurred at Seventh 
and Main streets, where a carload of 
strike-breakers, 
arriving 
from 
St. 


Louis on the Southern railway, was 
being transferred to a suburban ex- 
press ear. The strike-breakers were 
protected by police during the trans- 
fer, but the minute they were aboard 
the express car a volley of missiles 
crashed into it, several of those inside 
being slightly hurt. Here also a large, 
number of arrests were made. 


A peace conference was held be- 


tween representatives of commercial 
bodies and the directors of the rail- 
way company and a committee repre- 
senting the strikers. The proceed- 
ings were kept secret, but it was 
learned on good authority when the 
conference adjourned to meet again 
that the commercial bodies confident- 
ly expect the strike to be in process 
of arbitration and car service resumed 
by Thursday night. -

French restaurant keepers was con- 
tinued in Judge Dunne's court until 
Monday morning. Counsel for Ruef 
objected to the drawing7 of any fur- 
ther names during the absence from 
the jury of Juryman Dumbrell, who 
lias been tempoianly excused, and 
Judge Dunne thought it well, as an 
adjournment of at least one day was 
insisted on, to take a recess until the 
state supreme court renders its de- 
cision on Ruef's application for re- 
lease upon habeas corpus.
